A grand musical 
service was conducted. The remains will lie in 
state till Saturday. Yesterday. morning the body 
of Bishop Lartignes, first Bishop of Montreal, was 
exhumed for interment alongside that of Arch- 
Bishop Bourget. He was buried forty-five years 
ago. The corpse was found well preserved and 
recognizable, but ove of the feet fell off and was 
retained by the nuns asarelic. Bishop Lartignes’ 
body will also lie in state till Saturday. 
THE SERVICES AND BURIAL. 

It is estimated that at least ten thousand people 
were in the church of Notre Dame this morning. 
The ceremony was most impressive, Tre dead 
Archbishop lay in a magnificent coffin, his head 
resting upon a pillow of satin slightly raised 
eo that his features were exposed to the 
gane of the faithful thousand. His mitre, stole and 
eross lay at his feet. The whole was elevated upon 


a magnificent catafalque, surrounded by hundreds 


of lighted tapers. Throughout the night members 
of the Adoration Nocturn remained with 
the body, reciting prayers for the dead. 
Functually at 9 o'clock th: services were begun. 
The officiating clergymen were Bishop Williams of 
Boston, Bishop Wadham of Ogdensburg, Bishop

Archbishop Tache of Winnipeg preached the ser- 
mon. After the service at Notre Dame the 
funeral procession formed and proceeded to the 
charch of Notte Dame de Petre, where the remains 
of Mgr. Lartigue, the first bishop of Montreal, had 
lain. These were exhumed yesterday and have 
ever since been exposed tothe adoration of thou- 
sands, The processions headed by two hearses 
containing the bodies of the archbishop and bishop, 
then wended its way to St. Peter's Cathedral, where 
asother imposing ceremony took place, after which 
the remains of the two Bishops were laid to rest 
within the same vault. The streets through which 
the procession passed were heavily draped in black 
and gold, the pontifical colors. The city is crowded 
with visitors.

THE INVENTORS’ EXHIBITION BURNING. 

Lorpor, June 12.— The immense building occu- 
pied by the International Inventors’ Exhibition is 
on fire and burning furiously. It is feared that 
most of the inventions on exhibition wil be totally 
destroyed. 

BURNING OF THE INDIA MUSEUM, 

A fire broke out this afternoon in the India 
Museum annex tothe great building, in which is 
being held the International Exhibition of Inven- 
tions. This department is situated just north of the 
main entrance to the Exhibition, and between the 
eastern wall of the Exhibition buildmg proper and 
the Exhibition road. The museum was filled with 
evidence of the handicraft of India, carved wood- 
work mainly, and other like inflammable material. 
The flames spread with alarming rapidity, and the 
whole immense structure was regarded as doomed 
to destruction. The visitors tothe exhibition and 
the attendants as soon as they heard the first cry of 
fire fied the building, and all escaped without acci- 
dent. The Fire Department quickly responded to 
the alarm and soon fully fifty engines were sending 
heavy streams of water into the burning museum 
and upon the adjacent property. 

The firemen finally obtained mastefy over the 
flames, but not until many articles in the Indian 
Museum had been almost entirely destroyed and 
the museum building itself very seriously damaged. 
The: flames did not extend into the immense 
structure in which the exhibition proper is being 
held, and thus the actual calamity dreaded was 
prevented. The damage to the main exbibition is, 
however, considerable. 

VERY LITTLE SAVED. 

The only articles saved from the Indian Museum 
wers those which comprise the collection contrib- 
uted by the Prince of Wales. All the remainder of 
the Indian exhibited is destroyed. 
THE MAIN BUILDING SAVED. 

6 p. u.--The Indian museum building is damaged 
beyond repair, while its contente may be said to be 
completely destroyed. The Indian department of 
the exhibition is in fact blotted out. There were 
10,000 visitors in the exhibition grounds at the time 
the fire broke out. As soon as they and the many 
attendants recovered from the excitement caused 
dy the first alarm, all engaged in the work of re- 
moving the books of record of the exhibition and 
ip saving the more valuable of the exhibits. The 
Prince of Wales arrived early at the fire and re- 
mained until assured that the main exhibition build- 
ing would not be. materially damaged. All fire 
engines that could be utilized were used to pour 


| water on the burning building. Luckily the water 


supply was plentiful. To this fact, coupled with 
the extraordinary exertions of the firemen, is at- 
tributed the preservation of the main building. 
The exhibition was closed immediately. after the 
outbreak of the fire. A cordon of police barred the 
road way and stopped all travel, and traffic. A de- 
tachment of the Light Guards were quickly 
marehed to the scene and assisted the police in 
maintaining order and saving property. While the 
fire is not quite out, there is no danger of further 
Gamage being done by the flames.

Tucson, Artzona, June 12.—A Star special from 

its correspondent in the fleld at Guadaloupe Canyon, 
Sonora, says that Monday night three soldiers came 
in from Cloyerdale ranch and reported the sur- 
prige and capture of Capt. Lawton's supply camp, 

and the massacre of five of the eight men who were 
left in charge. The correspondent left immediately 
for Long’s ranch to get assistance. This morning 

he started with a party of six, including Capt. A. E 

Head, for the scene of the massacre, and arrrived 
there at noon. The commands of Captains Law- 
ton, Wood and Hatfield arrived at the same time 
having trailed the Indians all the previous day 
and night from Gaywell Canyon. The camp pre- 
sents a scene of the utmost destruction. The sup- 
ply wagons were all burned, as well as the clothing, 
and the other material is scattered. 
The Indians got away with some of 
the Governments arms, but no ammunition, 
as it was exploded during the fire. The bodies of 
the murdered soldiers were found not to have been 
mutilated, but the charred remains of one man was 
found among the debris and burned wagons. One 
body is yet missing. It is impossible to identify the 
burned body. The following are the names of the 
killed: Sergeant Peter Munich of Company G; Sad 
dler Henry Nichols of Company D; Mark B. B. 
Roberts of Company I. The escaping Private 
Schwertzer carried Sergeant Munich> a 
quarter of a mile up a steep hill, but it was 
useless, for the Sergeant received his third and 
death wound in the arms of his companion. The 
Indians headed for the Sierra Madries, via Juan 
Bonito. As the commands ere out of provisions, 
they arecompelled to await the arrival of fresh 
supplies, which are expected to come this after- 
noon. Captain Wood takes up the Indian trail this 
evening, and will follow them into the heart of the 
Sierra Madries Mountains.

A PUBLIC WRONG. 
The newspaper interest owes too much to the 
railroads in this country to advocate the impo- 
sition of any restrictions or burdens that can 


impair their usefulness, and the Post-DisPaTCcH 


has been and will continue to be among the. 
foremost.to demand for them the equal pro- 


tection of the laws. We should rejoice to see 
every mile of railroad property in the United 
States fairly remunerative to its owners, and 


to see every railroad corporation as sure of 
even-handed justice and unbiased verdicts 


from the juries of the country as the most in- 
offensive citizen. 

But when these incorporated aggregations of 
capital and political influence are accorded 
basiness privileges unjust to the gen- 


90 eral public, or are permitted to trample 


upon public policy and abuse their 
franchises with impunity, or are permit- 
ted by either legislative or executive favor to 


escape a fair share of the burdensof the 


government by which they are protected, it is 
time to protest in the name of Democracy and 
inf the name of public justice. They have over 
twenty thousand of the voters of Missouri in 


their employment, and their salaried attorneys 
are numerous and potent in all the conventions 


by*which our State and municipal officers, our 
legislators and judges, are nominated. When 
we see this influence powerful enough to main- 
tain a perniciously unjust system of taxation, 
and to silence the press in regard to a glaringly 
unequal and unlawful assessment of property, 
it looks as if the railroads were abundantly 
able to protect themselves, while the general 
public looks in vain to the State authorities 
for protection. 

No property in Missouri exceeds in earning 
capacity the property belonging to the common 
carrier corporations, the telegraph, telephone, 
railway and bridge companies of this State. 
The telegraph and telephone and street railway 
corporations especially are known to be paying 
the owners immense returns on the cost or 
present value of the plant. Our common car- 
rier corporations are known to be paying inter- | 
est and dividends on stocks and bonds to the 
amount of about $400,000,000, and all the in- 
formation attainable favors the general belief 
that in seasons of ordinary prosperity the net 
earnings of their property is equal to 10 per 
cent on a valuation of at least $125,000,000. 
The Railroad Commissioners officially report 
the net earnings of the railroads as equal to 10 
per centona cash valuation of $103,000,000, 
while the State Board of Equalization makes 
them pay taxes on a valuation of only $33,000, - 
000, less than one-eighth of the cost of the plant. 
The tax paid into the Illinois Treasury by the 
Illinois Central on the 705 miles of its origi- 
nal line more than doubles and nearly 
trebles all the taxes assessed against 
the 5,000 miles of railroad in Missouri by our 
State Board of Equalization. 

This same board, empowered by law to send 
for persons and papers and extort evidence, 
and sworn and required by law to “equalize 
the valuation of real and personal property 
among the several counties in the State,” by 
making deductions where property is over- 
valued by local assessors and additions where it 
is undervalued, taxes both the mortgages and 
the mortgage-burdened real estate of St. Louis 
at full value, while thus undervaluing railroad 
property, and, by such undervaluation, forcing 
a general undervaluation of property by rural 
assessors throughout the State. 

We say that this is not only unfair, but un- 
lawful. It is simply monstrous that the poor 
mechanics, laborers and shop-keepers who oc- 
cupy the small area of the town lots are re- 
quired to pay some four millions more than 
half of the taxes assessed against real estate in 
Missouri. It is monstrous that, besides carry- 
ing all of her own heavy burdens, St. Louis is 
compelled by this trick of “equalization” to 
pay one-third of all the money received by the 
State from its counties and cities. And when 
we are told that St. Louis cannot help herself, 
we answer that her press can at least protest 
against this iniquity and show it up in all its 
moral and political deformity.

THE newspapers are raising a question of 

veracity or of historical accuracy in regard to 
Secretary BaYaRD’s claim in his Missouri Uni- 
versity speech that his Federalist grandfather, 
instructed by ALEXANDER HamMiLTon, had 
given the casting vote which elected Jerr un- 
son over Burr. Gentlemen who have been 
studying the ancient records say that these con- 
tradict the Secretary’s claim. ‘he story as 
told by them is that the Bayarp who voted for 
Delaware in that contest strove to defeat JEr- 
VERSON and to elect BuRR through thirty-fi¥e 
ballots, on any one of which his vote would 
have elected Jerrerson. On the thirty-sixth 
ballot, when JEFFERSON was elected, the vote 
of Delaware was cast blank, and JEFFERSON'S 
election was due to his gaining the votes of 
Vermont and Maryland, which would have 
sufficed to elect him if Mr. Bayarp had again 
cast the Delaware vote against him. It seems

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THE PEDESTAL, 


The Wonderful Success of Mr. Joe Palit- 
ser’s Popular Fund. 
Gath's N. F. Special to the Enquirer. 

Seeing that Joseph Pulitzer has raised more than 
$60,000 to build the pedestal of the Statue of }Free- 
dom, I recall a little incident analogous to his inter- 
est in this piece of sculpture. 

APPRECIATES ART. 

About ten years ago Mr. Pulitzer, who was then 
without a newspaper, and spending some time in 
New York, asked me to drive with him to Central 
Park, and when we came to the restaurant at Mount 
St. Vincent, where we got out, I asked him if he 
had ever seen Crawford's gallery of statuary in the 
chapel of the restaurant. This restaurant had for- 
merly been a convent, and had a chapel in the 
rear of it, which turned out to be an unblessed 
chapel; for the purposes of sculpture, because, a 
few years after the time I refer to, it caught afire 
and burnt down, with all the treasures it contained, 
which, 1 fear, were irreplaceable. When we en- 
tered the door of this retired chapel there burst 
upon us the splendid collection of Crawford's casts, 
in white plaster. his colossal statues around, the 
equestrian Washington at Richmond, Patrick 
Henry with his arms wide spread, Governor Nelson, 
John Marshall in his robes, George Mason, and 
among them all the flambuoyant head of 
Washington's horse, witn Washington above 
pointing the way to public affairs. Next there was 
his statue of Beethoven, the musician; next his 
James Otis, from the chapel of Mount Auburn; 
next his Indian chief, which Gibson, the English 
sculptor. had proposed for the monument of Craw- 
ford in the City of Rome. Then there stood up 
the fine bronze doors in plaster of the American 
Capitol, by Crawford. Among this statuary was 
the image of Freedom on the summit of the Amer- 
ican hapitol, in pure white, far more delightful to 
look at than the bronze figure which blackness and 
distance mystify. Then there stood up his statue 
of Orpheus, his Adam and Eve, his Shepherdess, 
his Pandora, his Schoolmaster, Woodman and Mer- 
chant, There was even seen thé pretty figure he 
made of the manly boy taking the tin kettle from 
the dog's tail, while om the bas-relief were por- 
trayed the boys who had tied the kettle to said 
dog's tail. 

These many statues seemed te throng this little 
chapel, and I looked with some interest to see what 

Pulitzer would say when he came in, because I 
had noted when I once described to bim Haw- 
thorne’s plot of the story of the “Scarlet Letter” 
that be did not seem to understand it. He looked 
around and said: “Why, this is something re- 
markable, I never knew that one American 
sculptor hed done as much as this. Who was he?” 

THE HONEST ENTHUSIASM 

He showed at that moment I think I now see bear- 
ing fruit im the hard work be has done as 4 natural 
ized American, to raise the pedestal of the Statue 
of Freedom. He has, since his brief acquisition of 
the New York Worip, raised appreeching one- 
third of the money for that whole pedestal, and has 
turned it over mant᷑ully. 

This is a remarkable work for a newspaper to 
have done. It has been above all things the lead 
ing feature of Pulitser's newspaper since he bought
